Heath & Oc, Make an Assigoment—Fatlgres 
of the Day. 
New Yor«, October 2.—William Heath & 
Co. have made an assignment to A. KR; Mc. 


Caulsey, manager of the office, without prefer- 
ences. Itis stated at the office of the firm 
that contracts for about 100,000 shares of stock 
sre outstanding on the exchange, principally, 
Vanderbiits, Lackawanna and Grangers. 
Henry N. Smith, who has been a heavy boar 
operator, is credited with the statement that 
Tieath’s failure is due to his operations, and 
that he will also be compel] et 
ompelied to make an as- 
Sigpment. A prominent broker says: “Tha 
efiect of the failure is likely to be.a quiet 
market after today until the street disgoyers 
the extent of the losses.’’ 

It is cleimed that Smith owes the firm of 
Williem Heath & Co. about $1,000,000, and 
that the firm owes its customers about the 
Same amount. The differences to the Wall 
street houses are not likely to amount to over 
+100,000. Heath& Co.’sseats inthe New York 
stock exchange are good for $50,000, so that 
the Wall street houses will lose very little by 
the failure, Itis most lixely to strengthen the 
bands of the bulls, as Smith’s operations have 
often prevented the market from advancing. 

It is stated that Smith is also responsible for 
the failue of Soutter & Co., having owed them 
about $250,000. It is the opinion of a 
number of people on the street that Smith’s 
failure was brought about by William H Van- 
cerbilt, who advanced the market in order to 
break Smith as a punishment for Smith’s be- 
trayal of Willliam K. Vanderbilt when they 
Were operating together. It is estimated thet 
Heath was short from 90,000 to 100,000 shares 
for Smith’s account. All settlements, as far 
es Wallstreet is concerned, were completed 
this afternoon by buying in all the stocks 
which Heath & Co. were borrowing. 

HEATH & CO.’S PROPERTY ATTACHED. 

Alexander & Green, 2s counsel for Giovanzi 
DP. Mcrosini, today obtained from Judge Don- 
obue, of the supreme court, an attachment 
sgainstthe property of William Heath & Co. 
Morosipi says in the aflidavit upon which the 
attachment was granted that for several years 
pest, ho has had $480,000 in cash on deposit 
with Heath & Co., subject to his dratt, and 
that the only debit that could 
properly be made against that 
amount was for 2,380 shares of 
eepital stock of the Manhattan .railway com- 
peny, valued at $192,000, and twenty-fve 
second mortgage bonds of the Metropolitan 
elevated railway company, valued at $23,000, 
which be had ordered the firm to purchase 
for him, and which, in the aggregate, cost 
$215,000. Heclaims the firm is in debt to 
him $265,000 in cash, and that it also holds 
these stocks and bonds tor him. Morosini 
declares that he called at the office of Heath 
A Co. yesterday for his money and securities, 
und received the reply that the company 
could not deliver them, as the securities had 
been hypothecated or sold, and the 
money had heen otherwise disposed of. 

Heavershe never authorized Heath & Co. 
io make use of his money and securities, and 
charges they have assigned and disposed of 
their property with intent te defraud him and 
the creditors generally. Charies E. Quincey, 
one of the members of the firm, Morosini 
states, has been in Lurope several mopths. He 
believes be is not a resident of this state, but 
of some country in Europe, unknown to him, 
and he has also attached whatever property 
Quincey may heave in thie state.

4 Battery of Bolicrsin Olark & Gow, Solar Trou 
Worke Explodes. Injuring Fourteen Persons 
4 List of the Wonnded—Heartrending 
Berne et the Places of the accident, 


PirtssurG, Pa., October 2.—Shortly alter 
ibree o’clock this morning a battery of boilets 
at the Solar iron works of Clark & Co, of Thire 
ty-sixth street, exploded with a disastrous éf. 
fect. The night turn hed just been relieved 
by the day force when the explosion occurred, 
and that portion ofthe works in vicinity of 
the boilers was filled witha clond of steams 
Through the dense mist cams shrieks apd 


.groens, which told the employes beyord 


reach of danger that a frightful calamity had 
overtaken & number ot their fellow workmen; 

As soon. asthe steam was cleared away 
rush was made for the spot where the explo® 
sion ocourred, when it was ascertained that 
the mud drum of the boilers had exploded; 
end that the escaping steam had scalded 
seventeen men. A closer investigation show. 
ed that of this number fourteen were badi¢ 
burned.and that three were fatally injured, -

CARING FOR THE WOUNDED. 

The ipjured were found lying in ail posi- 
tions. Some of them were so tar away from 
the battery that it seemed imy ossible that 
they could have been injured by the explo- 
sion. The large number of boys hurt is ac- 
counted for by the fact that they were employs 
ed to handle the hoop iron, which was rolied 
in the mill nearest the boilers. [t was fully 
twenty minutes efter the explosion before tho 
boy, Frank Murray, was taken out tron 
under the trucks, where he was thrown. 
In addition to being scalded he 
was terribly ernshed by the weight 
of iron that was piled ontop ofhim. James 
Cattoe and Frank Martin sufered most irom 
escaping steam. No hopes are entertained of 
the recovery of any oneofthethree named. 
The others are expected to recover, but the 
mejority will carry marks to remind them of 
their experience as long as they live. Tnose

THE MILL AFTER THE ACCIDENT. 

The interior of the finishing mill presented 
a terrible sight of desolation after the acci- 
dent. Things were badly wrecked. The 
boilere, six in nuinber,which form the battery, 
which is located in the extreme southwest 
corner of the mill. A mud drum runs length- 
wiee under all six boilers. It wasthe end of 
this which blew out. With such fearfal force 
did st explode as to. scatter destruction on all 
sides. Allthe boilers were unseated, two of 
them were tilted back, and someof them are 
on the end. Intherear the whole wall of 
maeonry was moved outward, A 
yery remarkable feature was the jamming oi 
the mud drumhead against one of the engines. 
This engine was situated a few ‘yards north of 
the boilers. A piece of iron was blown di- 
rectly against the cylinder head of the engine, 
mashing it to pieces and blowing the whole 
head inward. From thisthe steam rushed out 
with a loud, hissing sound. Large stacks oi 
boop iron were blown all over the mill. Me- 
chines were upset, rolls turned’over,and in one 
instance a wheelbarrow was tumbled through 
the deor. The iron machines and beaches 
were #]] thrown together in inextricadle 
masses, under which several men were buried. 

TWO OF THE VICTIMS DEAD 

Two of the victims, Cettoe, and Murray, 
died the West Pennsylvania hospital this 
morning. ‘Three or four others are not ex- 
pected to recover. 

The explosion was caused by the mud eat- 
ing through the coating of the mud drum. 
Some pieces of the drum that were picked 
vp are not more than one-thirty secend purt 
ot an inch in thickness. W.. Powers, chief 
engineer, says the boilers and mud drums 
were inspected by the Hertford boiler insur- 
ance company, two months ago, and were 
then pronounced safe. . 

Twice have accidents of this natare occur- 
red at the mill. The first one took place five 
years ago but no one was killed. The second

A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE 


Serator Thornton Answers the Strictures 


of Edttor King, ofthe Oolumbus Enqairer, 
Yesterdsy Senator Thornton rose in his 


place to a question of privilege. He said that 
his epeech on the railroad commission bill 
bad Grawa forth criticisms of such a eharac- 
ter a8 to call for areply. He sent tothe 
clerk’s deek the following document which 
wee read:

While the bill proposing te modify the railroad 


Com mission law of the state was under discussion 
in the senate, I addressed this body in opposition .

It is a bill of importance and merit; for it 
is prectically a bill to give the people good 
judges—to give them the pick of the legs] 
profersion of the state. The friends of the 
bill co not consider the bench a proper step- 
ping stone toa practice. It is not the place 
for temporary service atail. Ia the larger 
towns of the state the best lawyers never 
accept a judgeship, as salaries are, except at 
a considerable sacrifice of private interests, 
and when they do that they soon become dis- 
contented, and a less valuable man has to be 

Belected. The senate by its action has said 
that the state desires the services of her best 
lawyers in judicial appointments, Grava 
and oftentimes heavy and complicated casas 
relating to life or property are constantly 
coming up, and pure, well equipped and 
stropg men are needed to hear and dispose 
of them. Cheap judgesdonot pay. Cheap 

judges render appeals necessary, because they 
very often out of ignorance obs‘ruct the course 
of law or confuse its application.

The 
constitution, however, forbids a change in 
the salaries of judges during a judicial term, 
and the best that can be done is to put the 
salaries of their successors on a just and rea- 
sonable basis. 


THE MARIETTA AND NORTH GEORGIA 
RAILROAD. 

The resolution which has for its purpose 

the settlement of the claims of the Marietta 


and North Georgia railroed has been passed | 


by the senate with some amendments and re- 
turned to the house for concurrence. The 
history of this road, which we gave in these 
columns some weeks ago, shows thai a!l the 
equities of the case were s0 Many argum2nts 
in fayor of the legislation asked for by the 
friends of the Jine, and which the general as- 
sembly has concluded te grant. 

The bistory of the road fully answers the 
objection that such legislation isin the na- 
ture of state aid. In the constitutional con- 
vention cf 1877, when public sentiment was 
overwhelming)y cpposed to state aid to rail- 
roads in every shape and form, the equities 
of the Merietta and North Georgia road were 
nly set forth end scrupulously regarded; 
and thcse «equities have been recognized by 
every legislature that has assembled under 
the new constitution. | 

The adoption of the house resvlation in: 
sures the completion of the road to Marphy, 
North Caroliza, at an early day. The road, 
though it has been retarded and crippled in 
varicus ways, bas already demonstrated the 
wisdom of its projectors. It has opened up 
immense fields wherein capital can be and 
has been profitably employed. 

Alreacy there have been inyested along 
the line of the rcad hundreds and thousands 
of dollers’of foreign capital that would not 
otherwite have been employed in the state. 


In one direction alone—the developméat of - 


the marble fields along its lines—the road 
hes acded immensely to the available wealth 
of Georgia. In addition to the mineral! re- 
gources that the road has brought within 
reach of capital, it has opened up one of the 
richest and mostinteresting sections of the 
staie. Indeed it is one of the very few lines 
n this country which has enabled its pro- 
jectcrs to realize every prediction they have 
ever ade in regard to the good resulis likely 
fo flow from its construstion. 

The Marietta and North Georgia road now 
runs to Ellijay, and will soon be completed 
to Murphy, opening up a section evan richer 
in minerals and in agricultnral possibilities 
then that through which it now pasgos.

A LIVELY OLD JUDGE. 
For rome months past the lawyers of east 
Boston, Masz., have worked for their clients 
under many annoyances and difficulties. Io 


their district court they found themselves | 


every day compelicd to tussle with an in- 
sane judge, . 

As some judges are eccentric, and do very 
queer things, little attention was paid at first 
te the peculiarities of the east Boston maz- 
istrate. Occasionally decisions were made 
that eansed the entire bar to stare and Rasp, 
but such decisions have occurred in the ex- 
perience of every lawyer. Finally the judge 
got into the babit of having court opened at 
five o’clack in the morning. He would 
grant the most astonishing orders, and give 
juries instructions calculated to paralyze 
their mental faculties, He displayed an 
undue sensitiyeness and imposed fines for 
contempt wiib such reckless prodigality that 
the officers ceased to collect them. One day 
he capped the climax by ordering a young 
lawyer to jail for eppearing bsfore him 
with his hair parted in the middle. 

During allthistimethe jadge was never 
Violent. He was spparently calm and digai- 
fied, but the lawyers who appeared b2fore 
him conld not conceal their nervousness. 
Some days @g0 acommiltee of the bar called 
onthe governor and siated all the fac's of 
the case. Of course this was yseless, The 
governor tcld the committee that he could 
do nothing, that the law had not provided 
for such an emergency. The judge could 
not be impeached nor could he resign while 
hismind wes deranged. If no steps were 
taken to establish his lunacy and restrain 
his liberty there was no wey of preventing 
him from holding court. The governor re- 
quested the sheriff to waich ths judge 
closely. 

After this maiterg wenton from bad to 
worse. At last the lawyers consulted the 
judge’s family and persuaded them to induce 
the aillicted man to temporarily suspend 
his judicial labors. A jadge-has been bor- 
rowed from another district and litigation 
is now movirg along satisfactorily. Iltis to 
be hoped that the magistrate will soon be 
sufficiently restored to reason to enable 
1im to resign.

OUR penal system may 1 not be all that civiliza- 
tion demands, but itseems like elysium compared 


with the prison methods of enlightened England, 


half a century ago. The accommodations for 
prisoners were of the most dismal kind. “Old 
castles or gate houses, with damp, dark duugeons 
and narrow cells, were utilized for penal purpos 
ses.” At Bedford the dungeons werej eleven feet 
below the ground, the floors on which inmates 
slept were always wet and slimy. At Nottingham 
the dupgeons were cut In the solid rock¥,and could 
only be entered by descending thirty steps. At 
Falisburg the prisoners were chained together 
and sent in coupies to beg. At Ely the prison was 
in such aruinouscondition that the crimiua's 
copld not be safely kept. The prisoners were, 
therefore, chained to the fioor,on their backs,iron 
collars were fastened on their necks, and iron bars 
pleecd across their legs, In some of the jails open 
sewers ran through corridors and celis, and th; 
prisoners had to fight for their lives with huge and 
ferccious rats. Such was the condition of affairs 
when Elizabeth Fry began her work of prigon ra- 
form. Bhetoon made many improvements, bat 
it took time for her to ald the convicts, who were 
transported across the water, A recent sketch of 
this remarkab!e woman's lifesays: ‘All her be- 


neyolent work was neutralized when the poor 


eS 
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wretches reached New South Wales. Scanty 
rations, barely sufficiert to maintain life, were 
allotted them daily. But no shelter was provided 
them, not even a place tosleep in, nor were they 
furnished eyen neceseary clothing. It was the 
custom for years, when a ship with female prison- 
ers arrived at New South Wales, for soldiers, con~- 
victs and settlers to go on board and take their 
choice of the women, with whom they lived most 
fiagrently immoral lives. Nor was there 
any improvement in the system mor any 
provision for the housing and care of the 
women, until Mrs. Fry took the matter 
in hard. She saw that ‘these people were layihg 
the foundations.of new colonies and peopling 
them with their descendants.’ They must be 
Christienized-and humanized—her soul was bur- 
dened with a sense of the wrongs that we being 
fastened on posterity. Her strong appeat for 
reform, her womanly protests against ‘th awial 
wrorgs done to the ‘he’pless and fallen er own 
sex broke up the official apathy that prevatied and 
aroused a national cry for reform. And when she 
memorialized Hat] Bathurst, stating the needs of 
the transported women—a home for their recep- 
tion, matrons to take them in charge, necessary 
clothing, instruction, and occupation by which 
they could support themselves—her requests were 
granted, The horrors of the outcast life ceased to 
exist, and a humane and rational system grew up 
in their place.”’ a !

ihe Georgia Bond Battle and its Results, 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: Though Georgia was not 
a party to the controversy, all her citizens felt an 
interest in the result of the late bond battle in 
New York. That result can not be appreciated 
without a knowledge of the following facts: 

The Sayings banks of New York are, by law, for- 
bidden to inyest in the stocks or bonds of any 


state which, within the ten years previous, ‘‘de- 
faulted in the payment of any part of either pria- 
cipal or interest of any debt authorized by any 
lc gislature of such state to be contracted.”’ 

In January, 1882, the question whether they 
could invest in Georgia bonds was submitted to 
ir. oe ge te superintendent of the bank depart- 
mentof New York. In his decision he said he 
had examined the opinions of Evarts, Southway 
& Choate, Ex Judge Emmett, Ab 
bott Brothers, and Edmund Randolph 
Robinson, attorneys of New York, on the’subject. 
Citing the repudiation by our constitution of 
1877, he said: ‘‘The state alleged as a reason for its 
action that the governor (Governor Buliock, and 
there bonds are genezaliy known as ‘Bullock 
bords’), bad issued to certain roads bonds to a 
lerger amount than;was provided ior by law; also 
that he pledged a large amouni of these bonds 


‘without authority of law. Thestate did default

The new bank superintendent of New York 
asked the opinion of the attorney general on the 
subject. Henry Clewsand other holders of such 
Gcorgia bonds sought to upholdthe adverse de- 
cision of their counsel, Mr. Hutchins, M,C,, of New 
York, and Judge Lochrane, of Georgia. 

Counsel for Wolffe & Rogers asked its reversal 
Meinly on the ground that the bonds in question 
were unconstitutionally issued, and therefore not 
‘‘suthorized”’ by the legislature, The opinion of 
the attorney general, Mr. O’Brien, bas just been 
published. He declined to decide whether, if the 
bonds were unconstitutional, they might yet, for 
the purposes of the New York law, be called “‘au- 
thorized,’ because in his view that decision was 
unnecessary, for he held $1,5€0,000 of the Bruns-~ 
wick and Albany railroad indorsed bonds were 
coustitutional and valid. Thefconclusion of his 
opinion was as follows: ‘‘The hearing and inveati- 
gation before me covered other bonds and obliga- 
tichs of the rtate which it was claimed had been 
repudiated, amounting in the aggregate to several 
millions of dollars. It is but fair tosay that, as to 
the greater part if not all of these obligations, 
there exists very grave doubt of their validity. 
eaching tae 
conciusion that they are valid obligations of the 
state, orthat they were duly authorized by its 
legisiature. It is not necessary, however, to con- 
sicer any further the circumstances under which 
they were put in circulation or their status, 
insemuch islam of opinion that as to the §1,- 
ECO.

In order to bring a clergyman to trial in the 
diocese it is necessery that a charge be made 
> pgsizet him, in writing, to the standing com- 
mittee, uncer the proper signature of at least 
two male communicants and one pres- 
byter, ail of whom belong to 
the diocese. If the standing 
eommit'ce find the offenses charged to come 
within the offenses enumerated in canon II, 
a Il of the digest ot canons of the general 
conventicn, they present the 
mame to the bishops, who, if 
be deems it expedient to proceed 
vith the trial of the case, makes a list of the 
presbyters residing inthe diocese and entitled 
toscats in the convention. The accused is 
then summoned to attend, and the list is re- 
cueed to five, the bishop and ac- 
ceed etriking off names _ alternate- 
ly. Tho ,five presbyters are then 
rummoned to meet at some time, not within 
ninety days, ateome place where the accused 
wesides.

The standing 
commitiee, sixtw “days before the trial, 
jurnishes the accused with a copy of the 
precentment, notice of time and place of 
rial, and a specification of the facts on which

5 Something over ayear ago Patterson mar- 
ricd Miss Narcissa Bell, a daughter of Dr. 
Richard Bell, now of Smyrna, and went to 
Bauks county tolive. His wife was a hand- 
some, pleasent woman, and .for awhile she 
end her husband lived happily and pleasant- 
ly in their home, near Homer, 
but after a few months Mr. and Mrs. Patter- 
eon found that they were not congenial and 
frequent and bitter quarrels-occurred. Pat- 
terzon is a man with an uncontrollable temper 
and when he quarreled with his wife he usu- 
ally dealt her a blow. About ten months ago 
the husband and wife became involved in one 


of their quarrels, during which Mrs. Patterson | 


threatened to leave him and return to her 
father’s home. This threat fired Patterson to 
desperation, and grabbing his razor from a 
theif where he kept it, he made two or three 
vicious rakes at his wife with the keen blade. 
The rezor came in contact with Mrs. Patter- 
son's throst and made an ugly wound, from 
which the blood flowed profusely. 

When Patterson madethe assault with the 


‘rezo¥, his wife began screaming for help, and 


just as the men wes in the act of pressing her 
wife to the bed with the razor again at his 
throat, a men whowas working on the place 
rushed in and Uren the infuriated man 
from killing his wife. It was then ascer- 
talned that Mrs, Patterson had been seriously 
wounded, and her hssband was 
arrested. For some time it was thought that 
sbe would die, but she finally got well and 
went back to her father’s home. At the time 
the eflair occurred the press printed full ac- 
counts of it. Patterson gave bond for his ap- 
pearance when wanted, and went at large, 
but failed to turn up when the Banks 
county sheriff-wanted him. He was then in 
Atlanta, boarding with a policeman, but it 
was not known that he was wanted. About 
two weeks ago the sheriff of Banks county 
ceme to Atlante armed with a warrant for Pat- 
terscn, and turned the papers over to Chief 
Conrolly, but itso heppened that Patterson 
skipped out that morning. He went to 
Smyrpa and wes seen there by several persons 
who knew him. Sheriff Coryell, ot Cobb 
ecupty, ascertained that Patterson was near 
Smyrna end yesterday morning arrested him.

last night when they arrested Dan Young- 
blood. 
THE CARPENTERS IN Iv. 

When the Maxwell-Shelton row occurred 
Youngblood was working on a building on 
Haynes street in company with a half dozen 
other carpenteis. The entire gang left their 
work and went to the Shelton home during 
the progress of the , row, and their presence 
gave rise to the statement that Max well was 
struck by a carpenter. 

On the day followiug the difficulty suspicion 
fell upen Youngblood, but in the 

ABSENCE OF POSITIVE TESTIMONY 
égainst him the officers declined to 
arrest him, and the matter rocked along until 
Mexwell died. When that occurred Chief 
Connolly felt satisfied that an inquest would 
reveal enough evidence to confirm or digsi- 
pate the suspicions pointing to Youngblood. 
But much to the surprise of the chief no in- 
quest was held, and then after

the case sgain rested with the chief. Several

grabbed a bundle of letters, and shoving them 
into her pocket,turned to the officers and cried 
triumphantly: 

“No, you don’t. You can’é see these letsers. 
Get them now, if you can.” 

The officers then lett Plunkett’s home. They 
ascertained at a house near by that 

PLUNKETT HAD ROT BEEN HOME 
since Mexwell was struck. The officers’ in- 
vestigation satisfied them that Youngblood 
bad told the truth, and he was released. One 
point of the mvestigation revealed this: On 
the day Maxwell died a man left Atlanta to 
go weet. Atthe carshed he said to a friend: 

“The police think that Youngblood struck 
Maxwell, but he did not. The man that did 
leit here that day and he is a thousand miles 
off now, and I am going to him on this train 
to tell him §Maxwell is dead. In «a 
week he will be twice a thousand miles away.” 

Plunkett isa brother-in-law of Patrolman 
There isno doubt that he has bsen 
away ever since the day Maxwell was hit.

PLEADING GUILTY. 


Fifty Prisoners Ready to Stand Up and 
Confess in the District Court, 


Something like three hundred criminal 
cases are for trial at the United States district 
snd circuit courte which begin their sessions 
next Monday. Nearly all of 
these are for var1ous offenses 
sgaingat the internal revenue laws. A few 
arrests have been made for conspiracy and for 
attacks upon officers. | 

In most of the ‘“‘moonshine’”’ cases the evi- 
dence is very conclusive as the moonshiner is 
generally caught in the act 
and is captured in his sesJuded den, with his 
rude apparatus for distilling the juice of the 
corn, Prisoners of this class have learned 
that it pays, as a rule, to plead guilty 
and throw themselves on the mercy of the 
court. When it is their first offense 
the usual sentence is a few months in jail 
ard something like $100 fine. A verdict of 
guilty would insure a heavier penalty. The 
number of pleas of guilty in the 
United States court for this 
district is always large. It is probable 
that next Monday fifty men will be ready to 
rice ana admit that they are properly charged 
with “‘moonehining.’’ Most of these are fresh 
at the businese, and are hauled up now for 
the first time. Later some of the well 
known faces of the old  stagors 
who have figured in the courts ior years wiil 
appear.
